ORDERS 

New Delhi, the \lth January 1969 

S.O. 273.—Whereas by the Order of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Labour. Employment and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Employment) No. 
29/2/69-LWI-III dated the 17th January, 1969 an industrial dispute between the employers 
in relation to Shri H. Abdul Rehiman Kutty, Food Grains Storage and Clearance Con¬ 
tractor of the Food Corporation of India, Cochin and his workmen has been referred to 
the Industrial Tribunal, Madras for adjudication; 

And Whereas it is necessary to prohibit the continuance of the strike in existence in 
the port of Cochin in connection with the said dispute; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 10 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Government hereby prohi¬ 
bits the continuance of the strike in existence in connection with the said dispute in the 
said port.

S.O. 274. —Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that an industrial dispute 
exists between the employers in relation to Shri H. Abdul Rehiman Kutty, Food Grains 
Storage and Clearance Contractor of the Food Corporation of India, Cochin and his 
workmen in respect of the matter specified in the Schedule hereto annexed; 
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And, whereas the Central Government considers it desirable to refer the said dispute 
for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7A, and clause (d) of 
sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Cen¬ 
tral Government hereby constitutes an Industrial Tribunal of which Shri M. Tajammal 
Hussain shall be the Presiding Officer, with headquarters at Madras, and refers the #*id 
dispute for adjudication to the said Tribunal.

Whether Shri II. Abdul Rehiman Kully, Food Grains Storage and Clearance Con¬ 
tractor of the Food Corporation of India, P. B. No. 198, Jew Town, 
Cochin-2, is justified in not paying interim relief and dearness allowance to
